The Elba Clipper has been aware 
of the possible merger of the 
Southeast Alabama Gas District and 
the Alabama Gas Company 
(AlaGasCo) for several weeks, and 
because any merger or sale would 
have to be approved by the Alabama 
Public Service Commission after 
public hearings were held, felt it was 
premature to publish any news story 
on the matter. 

However, after receiving the 
above letter on Tuesday of this week, 
we felt the time had come to inform 
the public about what is going on. 

During a telephone conversation 
with Mr. R.J. Smith, general 
manager of the Southeast Alabama 
Gas District, on Tuesday afternoon, 
Smith stated, ‘'No proposl has been 
submitted and the district is not for 
sale There has been talk of a 
merger to take advantage of a 
cheaper and more reliable supply of 
gas, but there has been no dis- 
cussion cf a sale,”’ 

The Elba Clipper will keep its 
readers abreast of any actions 
concerning the merger, but feel talks 
are still in the initial stages and don't 
anticipate any major developments 
in the near future.

For the juniors and seniors of Zion Chapel the American College Testing (ACT) isa 
challenge for all who are Interested in higher education. The ACT |s a requirement for 
college entrance. It consists of four teste; English Usage, Mathematics Usage, Social 
Studies Reading and Natural Science Reading. Each of these tests contains multiple 
cholce questions offering four or five cholces of answers. 

A student Interested In taking, the ACT should contact the guidance counselor, Mr. 
Pat Taylor. He can give the student a folder with Information about the test and a list 
of registration and test dates. The nearest place to take the test is Enterprise State 
Junior College, and there is a $10 fee. 

Test dates are: (registration deadlines in parentheses): Dec. 13, 1986 (Nov. 14, 
1986); Feb. 7, 1987 (Jan, 9, 1987); April 11, 1987 (March 13, 1987) and June 13, 1987 
(May 15, 1987). You can register two weeks after the deadline date but It will cost an 
additional $10,

Zion Chapel is located on 
Highway 87, north of Elba. This is a 
direct route south from Troy and 
Montgomery. It is also a much-used 
route, especially for area people who 
work in Troy or who attend Troy 
State University. ; 

Traffic in front of Zion Chapel at 
8 a.m: has become more congested 
every year, especially since the 
consolidation of Zion Chapel and 
New Hope. The consolidation meant 
that 10 buses loaded to capacity had 
to turn off Highway 87 every 
morning and unload. Some mornings 
several buses would be stacked up 
waiting to move onto the campus, In 
addition to the buses many parents 
bring their children to school so car 
traffic gets mixed up in bus traffic. 

Through the efforts of county 
school officials and officials from the 
county and state highway depart- 
ments something is being done to 
help alleviate the congestion 
problems. A turn lane has been 
constructed for the south entrance. 
Both driveways have been widened 
to make it easier for the buses to turn 
onto campus. The estimated cost for 
this construction is $3,000. Most of 
the funds for this project are coming 
from the 7-cent gas tax.

The Elba Tigers suffered a true heartbreaking loss last week to Pike 
County as their losing streak reached four games; but the Tigers did show 
signs of improvement and hopefully they'll be running on all cylinders in a 
very short time! 

The offense snapped its scoring drought in fine form as it put three 
touchdowns on the board and moved the ball well throughout the game 
against a solid Pike County defense.

Thé Elba Tigers went fishing for 
a victory Friday night in Brundidge 
and had one on the hook, only to 
let it slip away as the Pike County 
Bulldogs scored 15 points in the final 
stanza to claim a 21-20 win over the 
staggering Tigers.

NATIONAL LONG DRIVING 
CHAMPIONSHP FINALS TO BE 
HELD DURING PENSACOLA OPEN 

The Pensacola Open will host the 
1986 National Long Driving 
Championship finals at Perdido Bay 
Inn and Resort, it has been 
announced by Wild Turkey, 
Tournament Sponsor, 

The quarter-final, semi-final and 
final rounds are slated for Oct. 6-7 at 
Perdido Bay, and the tournament 
will feature $50,000 in prize money 
and a top prize of $15,000.

Paulson, Blackmar and Win- 
chester, as last year’s top three 
finishers, receive automatic 
exemptions into the tournament's 
semi-final round, scheduled for Oct. 
7. Top regional qualifiers, the 1986 
NCAA long drive champion and past 
NLDC winners receive entry into the 
quarter-final round starting Oct. 6. 

The tournament record was 
established in 1977 at 353 yards by 
Evan ‘Big Cat'’ Williams, a 
two-time champion from Rochester, 
Mich. The tournament was founded 
in 1974 by Golf Digest. 

Entry fee at sectional sites is $5 
to hit three balls, and golfers may 
enter as many times as they wish.

The mistake-plagued Brantley 
offense could never get on track 
while Luverne used the big play to 
blank the fumbling Bulldogs 12-0 
Friday night in the renewal of a 
Crenshaw County football battle.

pass in the end zone!

The drive was stopped short, 
however, as yet another Brantley 
fumble was recovered by Luverne at 
the 38. 

Luverne recovered a_ Brantley

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NATIONAL LONG DRIVING 
CHAMPIONSHP FINALS TO BE 
HELD DURING PENSACOLA OPEN 

The Pensacola Open will host the 
1986 National Long Driving 
Championship finals at Perdido Bay 
Inn and Resort, it has been 
announced by Wild Turkey, 
Tournament Sponsor. 

The quarter-final, semi-final and 
final rounds are slated for Oct. 6-7 at 
Perdido Bay, and the tournament 
will feature $50,000 in prize money 
and a top prizeof $15,000.

Rookie of the Year, finished second 
in last year’s event at 319 yards. 
Wedegy Winchester, the 1984 
champion who uses a 60-inch driver, 
finished third at 318 yards, 

Paulson, Blackmar and Win- 
chester, as last year's top three 
finishers, receive automatic 
exemptions into the tournament's 
semi-final round, scheduled for Oct. 
7, Top regional qualifiers, the 1986 
NCAA long drive champion and past 
NLDC winners receive entry into the 
quarter-final round starting Oct, 6. 

The tournament record was 
established in 1977 at 353 yards by 
Evan “Big Cat’’ Williams, a 
two-time champion from Rochester, 
Mich. The tournament was founded 
in 1974 by Golf Digest. 

Entry fee at sectional sites is $5 
to hit three balls, and golfers may 
enter as many times as they wish. 
Proceeds from this year's event will 
benefit the National Golf Foundation 
and its educational programs for 
juniors,
